Mr Jullan Amery, Colonial 
Under-Secretary, replied that it 
was not possible to distinguish 
refugees from other people in 
Hongkong. 


He added: “Unemployment {sc 
not widespread but there is a 
cerious degree of under-employ- 
ment, particularly among semi- 
skilled and unskilled workers.” 

All possible precautions were 
tsken against the securlty risks 
arising, whether from refugees 
or from normal visitors to and 
from the Colony.—Rceuter.

This is the average length of a cigarette end thrown 
away in Britain — half an inch shorter 


America. 


And such a difference might 
help to explain the lung cancer 
in the two countrics, 
reicntists report today. 

This finding in smoking 
habits by Medical Rescarch 
Council doctors {cd by Dr 

Richard Doll may be tho 
vital cue , ta the ptoduction 
Of a safer cigarette. 

It may also revolutionise the 
British tobacco industry by 
causing a big switch to Alter 
tips. 


Discovering 


The fact that the Americans 
have ters than half the lung- 
cancer rate of the British while 
consuming. almost as many 
cigarcttes has been a major 
weakness in the theory that 
excessive smoking may cause 
this complaint, . 

The discovery that Americans 
discurd butts on average one- 
and-a-quarter Inches long—40 
per “cent of the = cigarette 
unburned—inay explain the 
cancer rate:— - 

BECAUSE the more 
British sinoker Inhales more 
smoke per cigarette and = se is 
more: exposed to any irritant it 
contains, 

BECAUSE the sanoke Inhaled 
from the last inch of a cigarette 
is excessively loaded with tar. 


As the smoke is sucked back 
along a newly-lit cigarette 
much of the tar and nicoting 
vapour It carrics settles back 
as Hquld in the cooler end 
held in the Ups. 


If a long butt is discarded 
most of this concentrated tar 
never enters the mouth. But if 
the cigarette is smoked right 
down it revaporiscs and) Is in- 
haled In a concentrated form. 


Dodging. 


‘Today’s evidence can be Inter- 
preted as strong indication thnt 
smoking a cigarette too far 
eown may be the malin danger. 

Tho smoker can dodge this 
in two ways—by throwing 
away a longer stub or by 
smoking clenrettes fitted with 
an effectlve filter. 

Nobody can yet PROVE that 
a filter reduces the risk of 
cancer. 

But Dr Ernst Wynder, of 
America, the world’s leading 
authority on this subject, now 
believes the only effective safe- 
guard, will be to reduce the tar~ 
content of the smoke, 

This can be done by careful 
selection of low-tar tobaccos and 
fitting effective Nlters. 

In. the Medical Research 
Council report in the British 
Medical Journal only 13 per cent 
of butts picked at random were 
filter tips compared with 60 per 
cent In the U.S. sample. 


Lingering 


The lung cancer pseare has 
made much greater Impact In 
America than In Britain where 
{t has been largely ignored, 

The large-size filter cigarctte 
is rising in popularity In Britain, 
but sales are slow because of the 
lingering idea that filter tips are 
effeminate. 

What attitude will the Bri- 
tilsh Government take In view 
of the new findings? 

So far it has ducked the-Issue 
because the £712 million 
tobacco revenue nicely pays for 
the Health Service. 

Today's report offers a pos- 
sible way out. The Health 
Ministry could sponser educa- 
tlon jn favour of cigarettes 
fitted with effective Alters. 

But my inqulrles indicate 
that, because of possible ‘nac- 
cusations of favourlng one 
manufacturer’ against. another, 
the Health Ministry will con- 
tinue to ignore the problem. 
The problem which many 
doctors bdelleve to be the most 
urgent in all medielne-—London 
Express Service.
